It is well understood 
that the sailing around in a pond like Hampton 
Roads in holiday dress of ships and men, for the 
amusement of a select company of excursionists, 
is one thing, and practicaily enforcing the Monroe 
doctrine at thé mouth of the cannon is quite 
another. Practical members are also asking 
what difference it would make, in case of war, 
if the United States had obtained co in the 
outset, unless she held herself oo tly ina 
condition of armed preparation to hold it 
against all comers. These same practical men 
are talking of distances, and reaching the con- 
clusion that the talk based upon the idea that 
Panama is just at our doors, in a military or 
naval sense, is all humbug. When war ships 
and transports are Once loaded ami dispatched 
on the ocean, a voyage of three or four days 
more or less is an element of comparatively lit- 
tle consequence, and war over a canal on the 
Isthmus would be in every sense 
A FOREIGN WAR. 
The feeling is fast increasing that to fulminate 
the Monroe doctrine, unless there is a fixed and 
fully understood purpose to enforce it, if possi- 
bie, against De Lesseps, the moment he begins 
actual work, is something a good deal worse 
than child’s play, and a very light kindof chaff 
to feed practical Americans with. On the other 
hand, the feeling is that, if there is a purpose to 
interfere in case De Lesseps proceeds without 
arranging for full control of the canal by the 
United States, then those dealing with 
this subject should first pause long 
enough to consider the effect upon the 
present condition of our credit, upon the price

HOUSE BILLS. 
M’COID’S ELECTION AMENDMENTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 13.—The bill intro- 
duced in the House by McCoid, proposing a 
constitutional amendment, provides that elec- 
tions in all the Staves for President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, State and county officers, in Presidential 
years, shall be beid on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday of November, It further pro- 
vides that each State shall, by the Legislatures 
thereof, be divided. inte election precincts, con- 
taining not to exceed 500 electors. Each State 
shall enact and maintain a free public-school 
system in organized districts, not leas than one 
in each election district, accessible to all 
children, in which schools shall be kept 
free to children 56 to A years of age, without 
separation or distinotion on account of race, 
color, or social condition; school to be kept eight 
months in each year. No public funds shail be 
by States appropriated to support sectarian 
schools. No citizen born within. the United 
States after the adoption of these amendments, 
who has not attended public or other schools for 
five years, and is unable to read or write, shall 
be allowed to vote. The failure of any State to 
carry out these amendments as to election pre - 
cincts and schools may be deemed a failure to 
maintain a republican form of government, and 
Congress may, by act,exclude the representation 
of such State, and the Electoral count of the 
same, until the required legisiation is enacted.

The bill lays 
down asacardinal legal principie,to be ob- 
served in operating such railways, the perform- 
ance of impartial public service for a fair pri- 
vate profit, and any acts or omissionsof such 
companies, any combination defeating com- 
petition, any pooling drawbacks, rebates, dis- 
criminations, or failures to furnish facilities to 
other intersecting or connecting railways shall 
be null and void, contrary to public policy, and 
in violation of this act. The bill also contains a 
penal clause, punishing all such acts in violation 
of the act, a provision for changes made 
in the schedules upon thirty days’ published 
notice thereof, and a provision for a 
Commttiee of the House called the Committee 
on Supervising Railways, composed of one 
member from each Judicial Cireuit of the 
United States, to investigate and report addi- 
tional] safeguards, restrictions, and needed legis- 
lation, with power to sit in vacation and take 
testimony as in other causes. 

THE BILL, INTRODUCED BY WILLIS RELATIVE TO 

CIVIL-8BRVICE REFORM, 
provides that all persons in the civil-service of 


the Governmedt, holding commissions for four 
years, shall hold indefinitely, or until re- 


moved by death or by authority of exist- 
ing laws, and that all future commissions 
shall be 80 issued. It authorizes and 
empowers the President to issue a proclamation 
by which he may appoint all officers commis- 
sioned for four years to hold indefinitly; that all 
competitive examinations shall be held publicly, 
upon a notice published thirty days in the 
newspapers (df the District of Columbia, and 
that the report of the respective standing 
of those examined be published, the examiners 
to sign a pledge to conduct the examination im- 
partially.

SUPREME COURT. 


DECISIONS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 13. following 
Supreme Court decisions are announced: 
United States ex rel. Thomas McBride, plaintiff 
in error, vs. Carl Schurz, Secretary of the In- 
terior. In error to the Supreme Court, District 
of Columbia. This Was a suit for a writ of min- 
damus to cOmpel the Secretary of the Interior to 
deliver to plaintiff in error, MeBride, a patent 
for a certain tract of land in the Territory of 
Utah, which is now embraced within the limits 
of the Mormon City of Grantsville. The land in 
controversy had been duly entered by McBride 
under the homestead laws of the United States, 
his entry had been approved by the General 
Land Office, and a patent to him therefor had 
been made out, signed, sealed, and recorded, and 
sent to the local Laad Office at Salt Lake City 
for delivery. Before such delivery had been 
made, however, the Commissioner of the Gen- 
erai Land Office discovered that the land cov- 
ered by the patent to McBride was within 
the corporate limits of the City of 
Grantsville, and t the municipality asserted 
title toit under the laws of the United States. 
The Commissioner ther®upon recalled the patent 
before it had passed into the possession of Mc- 
Bride, investigated the facts of the case, and de- 
cided that the patent had been improperly 
issued, and should be canceled. McBride ap- 
pealed from the decision to the Secretary of the 
Interior. ‘The latter sustained the action of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, and 
refused to deliver the patent to the patentee, 
McBride then brought this suit in the Supreme 
Court in the District of Columbia for a writ of 
mandamus. The writ was denied by that Court 
on the ground that the Secretary of the Interior 
had a right to order the cancellation of the 
patent at any time before its delivery to the 
patentee, if, in his judgment, the patent had 
beed improperly issued. An appeal was then 
taken to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The main questions presented by the arguments 
were, first. whether the Uourt below had juris- 
diction to grant the writ. and second, whether 
an actual delivery of a duly executed patent was 
necessary in order to vest the titte in the paten- 
toe. This Court holds, first, that the Oourt be- 
low had jurisdiction; second, that when a patent 
for any part ot the public domain is duly made 
out, signed, sealed, countersigned, and recorded 
by the proper officers of the United States, the 
title to such land passes beyond recall to the 
patentee, no matter whether the patent, which 
is merely evidence of such title, is actually de- 
livered or not. The formal and complete exe- 
cution of the instrument is a public act of the 
Government of the United States, and needs no 
delivery or further authentication to make it 
perfect and valid. The title passes to the 
grantee by matter of record, and the delivery, 
which is required in cases of deeds to private 
individuals, is not necessary to give effect to the 
granting clause of the instrument. As soon as 
the last act in the formal execution of a patent 
is performed, the patentee becomes the owner 
of the land, and the United States has no further 
power to deal with it, even though the General 
Land Office may stillhold the undelivered patent. 
No further authority to consider the patentee’s, 
case romains ih the Land Office; no right to 
consider whether he ought in equity to receive 
patent or not. There remains only the simple 
ministerial duty of delivering the patent to the 
owner, and this duty can be enforced by a writ 
of mandamus. When McBride shall have ob- 
tained evidence of his title, if there be any rea- 
son why, as against the Government, he should 
not have it; if it has been issued without au- 
thority of law, or by mistake of facts, or by 
fraud of the grantee, the United States can by 
bill in chancery obtain a decree annulling the 
patent. Similar relief can also be had by the 
City of Grantsville through a suit in equity. In 
the meantime. the land belongs to McBride, and 
he is entitled to the patent. The judgment of 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
is reversed, and the case romanded with in- 
structions to issue the writ of mandamus.

3 SUIT TO RECOVER. 

No. 578. Minor Merriwether, Receiver, etc., of 
the City of Memphis, et al., appellants, vs. Rob- 
ert Garrett & Son et al. Appeal from the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Western Dis- 
trict of Tennessee. This was a suit brought by 
Garrett & Sons and other creditors of the City 
of Memphis against Merriwether, who had been 
appointed by the Governor of Tennessee to col- 
ject the unpaid taxes due the city atter the 
abrogation of the municipal charter, and to col- 
lect the amounts severally due them from the 
extinct municipality. The Circuit Court, in ac- 
cordance with the prayer of the creditors, ap- 
pointed another Receiver, and rendered a decis- 
ion in favor of the creditors, which was in sub- 
stance as follows: 

First—That the creditors are entitled to recov- 
er their debts, the amounts of which will be 
hereafter ascertained and fixed by the Court. 

Second—That all the assets and property of the 
City of Memphis, including taxes unpaid, be ap- 
plied to the payment of its debts. 

Third—That the Receiver is, direoted to pro- 
ceed to collect the assets, including taxes, as 
directed by the order appointing him. 

Fourth—That Merriwether, the Receiver ap- 
pointed by the Governor of the State, is perpet- 
ually enjoined from interfering with the assets, 
property, eto., of the Repeiver appointed by the 
Cirouit Court; and 

Fifth—That ali the property within the limits 
of the territory of the City of Memphis is liabie 
and may be subjected to the paymentof all 
debts the City of Memphis owes the creditors 
suing, and that such liabilities shall be enforced 
from time to time in such manner as the Court 
may order. 

From this decree Merriwether et al. appealed. 
This Court holds as follows; 

Firet—That the property held for public use, 
such as public bulidings, streets, squares, parks, 
fire apparatus, etc.,. and generally everything 
held for governmental purposes, cannot be sub- 
jected toth@payment of the debts of the city. 
Its public character forbids such an appropria- 
tion. Upon the repeal of the charter of the city 
such property passed under the immediate con- 
trol of the State for the same public uses, the 
power once delegated to the city in that behalt 
having been withdrawn. 

Second—A private party of individuals within 
the limits of the territory of the city cannot be 
subjected to the payment of debts of the city 
except through taxation. 

Third—The power of taxation is legislative 
and cannot be exercised otherwise than under 
the legislative authority. 

Fourth—Taxes levied according to law before 
the repeal of the charter, other than such as 
were levied in obedience to special requirement 
of the contract entered into under authority of 
law, and such af were levied under judicial di- 
rection for the payment of judgments recov- 
ered against the city, cannot be collected 


Seventh—The decree of the ¢ourt below is ro- 


versed. e ; 

Gighth—The cause is remanded with instruc- 
tions to dismiss the bills without prejudice. 

Upon the first, second, third, and fifth of these 
points the judgment of this Court is unanimous.

THE FORT WAYNE TRACES, 

In answer to a communivation from Commis- 
missionerW aller injreference to the authority of 
the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Railroad Company 
to lay additional tracks across Jackson street, 
the City Attorney submitted the following opin- 
ion, the importance of which comes of the fact 
that the “additional” tracks have already been 
prt etc,, and this without competent permis- 
sion: 

GENTLEMEN: The communication of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to your honorable 
body in regard to the right of the Chicago, Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne Railroad Company to lay ad- 
ditional tracks across Jaekson street, referred 
to this Department, I herewith return. 


The reference is not accompanied by any re- 


uest or interrogations, but apparently im- 
plies the question as to whether or not such 
railroad ey has any right to lay additional 
tracks across Jackson street, with, perhaps, a 
desire on the of the Council for an ex- 
plana tion as to what has been done. 

This railroad compary has a very liberal ordi- 
nance, See. 2 of which, page 302 Revised Ordi- 
nances, provides that said Company may lay 
any number of tracks across streets as far 
north as the south line of; Van Buren street. 

In the ordinance passed Aug. 16, 1858, Sec. 8, 
page 34 of Revised Ordinances, the said Com- 
pany is granted the privilege “ to lay down, con- 
struct, maintain, and operate a single or double 
railroad track, with all the necessary switches, 
side-tracks, turn-outs, and turu- tables, across 
and upon any grounds that they may acquire or 
obtain the use of between Van Buren and Kin- 
zie streets, and the South and North Branches of 
the Chicago River.“ ° 

In my opinion this last provision implies also 
the right to cross interven streets. It is fur- 
ther my — that the said Railroad Company 
have no rigut to lay any main track north of 
Van Buren street, which cannot be designated a 
side-track, switch, or turn-out. 

The difficulty is in determining whether or not 
the numerous additional tracks which have re- 
cently been laid are “ necessary switches, side- 
tracks, or turn-outs.” If they are not embraced 
therein they have no right on the streets and 
should be removed. The only way to keep rail- 
road companies from i upon the 
streets, no matter how | may their or- 
dinance, is to compel them in every instance to 

tain a permit from the Department of Public 

orks before laying a track. This question of 
fact as to what these additional tracks are, I, of 
course, am unable to determine. The Depart- 
ment of Rublic Works may be able to give the 
information.

The 
anti-license amendment was carried only by 


7,000 out of 200,000 cast,—showing that public 
sentiment was very evenly.divided in Kansas 
on the question, and that anti-license is not 
supported by an overpowering decision of 
publicopinion. — 

The Governor will be sadly disappointed in 
the results of his anti-license amendment. 
The desire for ardent spirits or malt bev- 
erages does not depend on the matter of U- 
censing a place for the sale of liquor.. Appe- 
tite for liquor is older than any license sys- 
tem and will survive it. If there were no de- 
mand for alcoholic stimulants there would 
be no saloons. If nobody wanted strong 
drink nobody would offer it for sale. As 
long as men desire liquor and will buy it, 
means will always be found to furnish it to 
them. 

The use of the license system ist to regulate 
the traffic in some degree, to try and keep 
excesses within certairf bounds, and to de- 
rive a revenue therefrom for the support of 
the police. Hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
of American: ‘cities and villages have tried 
both methods,—licens@and no license. And 
after trying the “no license” and finding 
that it doesn’t stop liquor-drinking, nor re- 
torm any drunkards, nor cure the appetite 
for liquor, they almost invaPiably return to 
the license system, under which experience 
shows that rather less liquor is drank and 
less crime committed than under the other 
plan. A heavy license fee is found to work 
better than a light one because it confines 
the business to more responsible and reputa- 
bie persons and yields a larger revenue to 
the municipality. 

Thirty years ago a great teetotal wave 


‘swept over Ohio. The evils of intemperance 


were traced to the prevailing license system, 
and it was argued thas the State had no 
right to license a moral wrong,’’—to authorize 
any set of persons to traffic in intoxicatfig 
érinks. An,anti-license amendment to the 
State Constitution was submitted to the 


in Kansas. Thatanti-licenseamendment has 
been a part of the organic law of Ohio for 
twenty-nine years. All sorts of legislation— 
general, special, local option, prohibition— 
has been enacted to banish the sale of 
liquor in the State, but without accomplish- 
ing the first thing in that direction. The 
people of Ohio consume fully as much liquor 
under their no-licensesystem as do the people 
of Illinois under their license system. There 
is as much, if not more, drunkenness in the 
former as in the latter State. 

The experience of these two great States 
shows that liquor-drinking, after all, is a mat- 
ter that depends on the imbiber, and that 
where there is an appetite there will be a de- 
mand, and where there is a demand there will 
be a supply. Kansas will be no exception to 
the rule. Her people will manage to get all 
the liquor they want, if not by the glass then 
by the bottle or jugful; if not openly in tav- 
erns and saloons, then in drugstores as medi- 
eines,“ in corner groceries as wet- goods,“ in 
country stores as family supplies,” at their 
houses by peddlers as ginger-pop and soda- 
water. 

Political machinery such as Gov. St. John 
has set at work in Kansas will be found the 
weakest, poorest, and most disappointing 
temperance agency to reform men and cure 
them of the love of liquor that has ever been 
tried. A good temperance revival through 
persuasive and moral means will stop more 
liquor-drinking and reform more inebriates 
in Kansas in one year than the anti-license 
amendment in a century.

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS AND AUDITOR 
FRENCH. 

Congress authorized the establishment of 
a Bureau of Railroad Accounts, and Auditor 
French was placed at its head. This .officer 
makes an annual report on the railroad busi- 
ness of the country, the land-grant com- 
panies alone being subject to his jurisdiction. 
The Auditor has made his report for this year, 
and, faithful to the generally supposed duty 
of such officers, he “rallies” manfully to 
the defense of the great frauds and robberies 
of the age,—the Union and the Central Pacific 
Railroad Companies. 

In discussing the opening of the new route 
to the Pacific coast by way of-the Atchison 
& Santa Fé Road, he points out with the zeal 
of an advertising agent the great advan- 
tages of the old over the new route, especial- 
lyin the matter of distances. He then pro- 
ceeds to hold up the new route as a menace 
to the National interests, and argues that its 
establishment may render it impossible for 
the Union and the Central Pacific Companies 
to pay the debt they owe to the United States! 
Here is the extraordinary logic of the Auditor 
of Railroad Accounts: 


The average annual amount of earnings from 
through business over the two roads has been 
$10,393,864.08. In this lies the most important 
question for the Government to consider at the 
present time. Under the Sinking-Fund law, 25 
per cent of probabil iy $6,000,000 of this business is 
required to be paid into the Treasury by the 
companies, equal, say, to $1,500,000 per annum. 
Should one-half only of this business be di- 
verted to the new route, it would so reduce the 
net earnings of both companies, more especially 
those of the Central Pacific subsidized line.

Congress a year ormore ago was reluctant- 
ly driven by the furce of public opinion to 
compel these companies to pay into the 
Treasury someghing annually as a sinking 
fund to meet already enormous debt due 

to tie Government. This payment Auditor 
French also includes in his statement of the 
demandmude upon companies which re- 
duce their ability to pay their debt. 

It is one of the misfortunes of the Govern- 
ment that in all its dealings with these cor- 
porations the officers of the Government be- 
come the special advocates—we might say 
attorneys—of the corporations. While the 
Thurman bill was pending before Congress 
to compel these companies to render ac- 
counts and to make, the required paymeypts 
into the Treasury, the Directors represent- 
ing the United States, with Mr. J. F. Wilson 
at their head, furiously assailed the bill and 
urged Congress to accept a scheme of settle- 
ment so transparently dishonest that nothing 
but eonfidence in the power of corruption 
could have inspired a hope of its adoption. In 
the adoption of the Thurman bill, Congress em- 
phatically condemned the scheme so urgent- 
ly pressed by the Directors supposed to rep- 
resent the Government and the public inter- 
estk, and yet there are those who find among 
these rebuked and baffled Directors persons 
to recommend for Cabinet offices, even for 
the office of Secretary of the Treasury. 

The history of these two railroad corpora- 
tions is a National disgrace. They have as- 
sumed a mastery which threatens the supe- 
riority of the Government. Having built 
their road at public expense, having stolen 
and divided among the managers a sum 
equal to the cost of the roads, having voted 
themselves a capital stock free of cost, and 


having appropriated the land_grants,—near- 


ly equal in acres to the State of 
lilinois,—they haye been practicing an 
extortion upon the business of the 
country which is without precedent un- 
der any Government. For many long years 
these companies have been plundering the 
country; they have charged rates for passen- 
ger transportation from six or seven to ten 
cents per mile, and rates for merchandise 
transportation equivalent to a confiscation of 
the property. These corporations have se- 
riously retarded the growth and progress of 
those States and Territories dependent upon 
them for transportation. Their policy has 
been one of insatiable greed; they have ap- 
propriated and divided among their members 
everything they have been able to lay their 
hands on, and have paid nothing that they 
have been able to avoid. Their gross earn- 
ings now average nearly $40,000,000 a year, of 
which they take for dividends every dollar 
not indispensable for indifferent and insuf- 
ficient service, 

The plea of Auditor French that a new 
route may divert some business and thus im- 
pair the ability of these companies to pay 
their debt to the Government is rank and 
shallow nonsense. The new route by a re- 
duction of rates will create an increase of 
business in proportion as the rates are re- 
duced. Mr. French certainly is intelligent 
enough.to understand that an increased busi- 
ness at reduced rates may afford a greater 
profit than a limited business at the present 
enormous rates. The Government, if desir- 
ous of hastening the payment of the debt 
due to it from these.companies, can best pro- 
mote that end by establishing a maximum 
rate for transportation on these roads, and 
placing that maximum much below the pres- 
ent rates. Pubiie policy, public interests, 
and common justice demand that these com- 
panies shall perform the greatest possible 
amount of service at the least cost to the 
country. The transportation of ten tons of 
freight to the one now moved by these roads 
would be to greatly benefit the country, and, 
to create the demand for this transportation, 
the essential action is such a reduction of the 
rates for transportation as will enable the 
goods to be moved. 

Mr. French does not seem to comprehend 
how these companies, with a ten-fold in- 
crease of business, can afford to reduce the 
rates per ton for the service performed. He 
does not censider an increase of service as of 
any concern to the publie. He regards these 
railroads as the private property of the com- 
panies, with which they may do as they 
please. That, however, is not the case. 
These roads are public highways, the prop- 
erty of the public, and to be operated, con- 
trolled, and managed, not as the companies 
may direct, but as the public, to whom they 
belong, shall direct. He actually suggests to 
Congress that the new route shall be pro- 
hibited by law from in any way doing busi- 
ness for less rates than are now charged by 
the Union and Central Pacific Roads. 

The new route to the Pacific will begin 
bdsiness by offering the public transportation 
at reduced rates, and if this proceeding shall 
compel the other roads to do the same thing, 
then a great public benefit will be secured. But 
this great public benefit should not be left to 
the chances of a combination. of rival roads; 
Congress should, at this session, peremptori- 
ly interpose the National authority, and 
should put a limitation on the rates of these 
railroads that will put an end to the present 
extortions and render them impossible here- 
after. 


THE FITZ JOHN PORTER CASE. 

The first signs of animation in the Senate 
during the present session were brought out 
yesterday in the consideration of Fitz John 
Porter’s case, The discussion of this case 
was revived by a resolution offered by Sen- 
ator Randolph, which authorizes the Presi- 
dent to restore Porter to the rank of Colonel 
in the army, where he stood at the time of his 
dismissal, without pay during the period of 
his enforced retirement. This proposition is 
a decided concession from the attitude taken 
by the Democrats at the last session, but it is 
a renewal of Porter’s persistent fight for re- 
lief from the disabilities which the court- 
martial put upon him, and he evidently has 
Democratic majority of Congress at his 

ack. 

The Senate discussion yesterday did not 
aguln go into the merits of the case,—though 
the Democrats insisted upon the force which 
the review authorized, by the President 
ought to exert,—but was confined to the con- 
stitutional bearings of the resolution. Sena- 
tor Carpenter, aided by Senators Logan and 
Edmunds, combated, and Senators Thur- 
man, McDonald, and Voorhees, with oc- 
casional help from Eaton and others, de- 
ra the constitutionality of the proposi- 

on. 

The principal point made against the pas- 
sage of the resolution was that Congress 
would thereby usurp at once the pardoning 
power and the appointing power lodged by 
the Constitution in the Executive. It was con- 
tended by the Republicans that Congress had 
ho power to review and set aside the findings 
of the court-martial, and though it might 
under the Constitution amthorize the ap- 
pointment by the President or heads of 
Department of certain grades of Gov- 
ernment officers, it could not direct the 
appointment of any particular person to any 
particular office in a manner which should 
divest the Senate of its constitutional 
privilege of confirmation or rejection. The 
point was well made by Senator Carpenter 


| 
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that the passage of any Jaw entherising the 


appointment of any one person to any office 
would admit the House of Representatives 
to a share in a virtual confirmation of ap- 
polntments, from which privilege the Consti- 
tution obviousty intended to exclude it; and, 
further, that one Senate with the codperation 
of the contemporaneous House might thus 
take away from the Senate at some future 
time, when composed of entirely different 
members, the right of rejection which the 
Constitution explicitly confers upon it. 

The Democratic effort to escape these con- 
clusions was based mainly upon the clauses 
of the Constitution which give Congress the 
power “to raise and support armies,” and 
“to make rules for the government and 
regulation of the land and navy forces,” 
There was a labored effort to demonstrate 
that this general power enabled Congress to 
act in the case of army appointments as if 
they were appointments which were pro- 
vided for in the Constitution outside Presi- 
dential nomination and the concurrence of 
the Senate, but this positaon was successfully 
put down by the obvious construction that 
Congress must pass general laws for 
the government and regulation of the 
army that contemplate such a procedure, 
but cannot assume both the judicial and ex- 
ecutive functions upon any special occasion 
that may present itself. The advantages of 
the discussion certainly rested’ with the Re- 
publicans, though as usual there are prece- 
dents to the contrary, and such will probably 
be the case when the discussion shall be re- 
newed to-day. Nevertheless, the attitude of 
the Democrats seemed to indicate that they 
will not be governed by any result of consti- 
tutional argument which may be adverse to 
their favorit. 


GARFIELD’S SEAT IN THE HOUSE. 

How much time may be and often is con- 
sumed in Congress by hair-splitting without 
special regard to the equities of any case in 
hand was well illustrated by a debate in the 
House yesterday which Representative 
Hurd, of Ohio, precipitated by objecting to 
the swearing-in ot Judge Taylor, who pre- 
sented his credentials as having been elected 
to fill the vacancy in the Nineteenth District 
in his State caused by Gen. Garfield’s resig- 


nation. Judge Taylor was certainly entitled 


to admission upon the prima-facie evidence 
he presented, even if there were to be 
a subsequent contest, and Mr. Hurd was 
compelled to admit this much at the last, and 
to withdraw his objection by protests on his 
own side of the House. Perhaps Messrs. 
Harris, Stephens, and others among the 
Democrats thought it would be very impru- 
dent at this late hour of Democratic su- 
premacy in Congress to establish a prece- 
dent for refusing to recognize properly au- 
thenticated certificates of election, a prece- 
dent which might seriously embarrass them 
in the next Congress. Mr. Hurd guve notice 
of his intention to pursue the matter, how- 
ever, by moving to refer the case to the 
Elections Committee after Judge Taylor had 
been sworn in. 

The objection to Judge Taylor’s occupying 
the seat in the present Congress which has 
been vacated dy Gen. Garfield’s resignation 
is purely technical, Judge Taylor was elect- 
ed by Gen. Garfield’s former constituents, 
though since Gen, Garfield was elected in 
October, 1878, the State has been redistricted, 
and the Nineteenth District in Ohio fer the 
Forty-seventh Congress is not the same. 
The difference is that Mahoning County has 
been dropped and Portage County added 
in the formation of the new dis- 
trict. If a Representative to fill Gar- 
tield’s place had been elected from 
the new Nineteenth District, Portage County 
would be doubly represented in the present 
Congress and Mahoning County would have 
no representation whatever. If no Repre- 
sentative were to be admitted to the vacancy 
caused by Gen. Garfield’s resignation, then 
the representation of the State of Ohio for 
the remnant of the present Congresg would 
be only nineteen, instead of twenty, to which 
that State is entitled. This plain state- 
ment sufficiently illustrates the equities of 
the case. 

Perhaps the case attracts more attention 
than it otherwise would because Judge 
Taylor has been sent to Congress to take the 
vacated place of the President-elect, but in 
any case it would be manifestly unfair either 
to reduce the representation of a State or 
any portion thereof upon mere technical ob- 
jections. No objection to the special elec- 
tion was made by the constituency to be 
represented. Both parties placed candidates 
in the field. There is no contest offered by 
any other claimant to the piace. No special 
advantage will be gained nor any injory in- 
flicted by Judge Taylor’s admission, and yet 
A J hour or more was consumed, and still 

ore time will probably be taken up in the 
future, with an effort to make mere defectin 
form override right and justice. 


THE RAID ON THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 
There is something pathetic in the situa- 


tion of the hungry and desperate men, who 


are confronting the United States troops on 
the border of the Indian Territory. Up to 
this time they are more sinned against than 
sinning. Many of them were lured from 
comfortable homes in Illinois, Indiana, and 
older States by deceptive promises of rail- 
road companies and land-speculators. They 
were told that Kansas was the most desira- 
ble State in the Union to live in. All its soil 
was said to be fertile. Its climate was de- 
ascribed as the most salubrious in the world. 
Its railroad advantages were shown to be 
unequaled by those of any other new State. 
Then the price of the lands was low,—sus- 


‘ piciously low, experienced men might think. 


But these new immigrants had no experience 
in such affairs. What wonder is it that they 
were captivated by the glowing rhetoric and 
the unlimited inducements of the advertise- 
ments! They were convinced. They sold 
out the old homestead, perhaps, and went 
with their wives, and children, and house- 
hold effects to the new country, 

They found a very different condition of 
affairs from what they had been promised. 
There are fertile lands in Kansas,—thousands 
of acres of them,—but they are in the eastern 
partof the State, and were taken up long 
ago. West of the ninety-ninth meridian the 
rainfall is generally insufficient and always 
irregular. A man may raise a crop there once 
in two or three years, and he may not raise one 
in five years. In the western counties the 
land is practically worthless. Sage-brush 
grows on it sparsely in the fall and spring, 
and drys up again in summer. One-half of 
the State, it may be said, is good farm-land, 
and, of the other half, part is fit for gTaz- 
ing and the rest is worthless. The new set- 
tlers, who have taken up these lands, must 
move on or perish. 

These are the circumstances which have 
induced them to turn a longing eye toward 
the Indian Territory. They see in it only 
one of the most fertile sections of the coun- 
try, which the Government has set apart and 
dedicated forever to the use of some of the 
Indian tribes. The eastern part of the Indian 
Territory resembles in soil, climate, and con- 
ditions the eastern part of Kansas or the 
northwestern portion of Arkansas and the 
southwestern counties of Missouri. It is 
thinly populated by 65,000 to 70,000 Indians. 
It has room for a million white men. Fully 
one-half of it, or 30,000 square miles, is well 
watered. 

The fililbusters now congregated at Hun- 

newell, in Sumner County, just west of the 
Arkansas River, are not & very’ imposing

probably 100,000 others as needy and desper- 
as themselves. For this reason the ques- 
tion f their admission to or exclusion from, 


the Territory is one of National importance, 


lf they are admitted, both they and those who 
‘follow them must be protected, and the In- 
dians also will very soon need the active in- 
terference of the Government on their behalf. 
If the filibusters are excluded the Govern- 
ment must see a large number of deserving 
citizens suffering the pangs of hunger 
through no fault ot their own, and with 
abundant means of relief within their grasp. 
The duty of the Government under the cir- 
cumstances is plain, The Indian Territory 
should be protected at all hazards until Con- 
gress can act. But Congress should hasten 
to make arrangements whereby the Territory 
may be thrown open for settlement on terms 
that shall be equitable and satisfactory to 
all concerned. Mr. Schurz’s suggestion 
might be adopted and extended. The 
plan of having the Indians allotted 
lands in severalty with an inalienable title 
for a certain term of years could be easily 
put in operation. A section of Mand for each 
Indian family would be a generous provis- 
ion. Then let the remaining lands be sold, 
and the proceeds held in trust for the Indians 
by the Government, the interest to be paid, as 
in the case of many other Indian funds, semi- 
annually or annually. It could not be said 
that such a settlement of the question in- 
volved a serious breach of faith; or, if it 
were, it would be an alteration of the orig- 
inal terms of the contract required by the 
most imperative necessity. For the sake of 
the Indians, even more than for the benefit 
of intending settlers, it is desirable that some 
such adjustment should be reached. Other- 
wise the Territory will in time inevitably be 
overrun, and the Indians be the worst suf- 
ferers for it. The whole United States army 
would not be strong enough to keep that Ter- 
ritory free from white men by the end of 
this century. « 
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VICTIMIZED CORPORATIONS... 

Of all the forms and instances of cruel and 
oppressive bulldozing ever disclosed to the 
people of the United States, who are pretty 
familiar with the subject, none can equal 
that now in process in this city, and the vic- 
tims of which are three corporations. 

It will be remembered that nearly three 
years ago the City Council of Chicago by 
ordinance imposed a tax on the three horse- 
railway companies of this city; this tax was 
in the shape of a license fee of $50 a year for 
each horse-car operated by the companies. 
These companies have Boards of Directors 
and officers resident in this city, all of whom 
are ‘actuated and governed by the highest 
sense of patriotism, In answer to a sugges- 
tion that the companies resist the tax, these 
officers indignantly refused. They had not, 
it is true, invited the tax, but, as 
it was levied, they said they should 
pay it. But the newspapers having chron- 
icled the fact that the ordinance had been 
passed, and this fact having been published 
in the Eastern States, it came to the knowl- 
edge of, strange to say, one Eastern stock- 
holder in each of these three Chicago com- 
panies. These stockholders were not patri- 
otic; they nad no special interest in support- 
ing the City Government of Chicago; so they, 
writing promptly to their respective com- 
panies, forbade the officers of those companies 
obeying the city ordinances. In vain did the 
Presidents, Directors, Secretaries, and Treas- 
urers of the companies remonstrate; they 
pleaded most urgently and laboriously with 
the far-distant stockholders to allow the 
companies. to pay the license taxes, but they 
appealed to ears of stone and to hearts as un- 
sympathetic as icebergs. Finally, they re- 
solved to obey their own generous impulses, 
and, rejoicing that they had itin their power, 
contribute their respective mites to pay off the 
debt of the city. For this purpose they decided 
to pay into the City Treasury the trifling 
stipend, and obtain the engraved licenses for 
their cars. Unfortanately, the three stock- 
holders, residing far east of the Alleghenies, 
heard of this purpose, and on the very day 
when the officers of these corporations were 
about paying their $50,000 to the Treasurer 
of this city, United States Marshal Hildrup 
waited upon them and served on each officer 
of each company a peremptory command 
from the United States Court, issued upon 
the application of these distant stockholders, 
that no money of the companies should be 
expended for any such purpose. 

Lanfiage is hardly adequate to press 
the rage and disappointment of the several 
corporations, They wrote to the plaintiffs 
that there was no question as to the legal 
validity of the ordinance, and that the money 
would have to be paid eventually, but their 
writing availed nothing. The injunction, it 
was insisted, should be defended, cost what 
it may. 

Since that spring day in April, 1878, the 
three horse-railway companies have been the 
subject of this outrageous legal duress. The 
duress is the more aggravating because each 
company is required to employ and fee two 
of the highest-priced lawyers in the city to 
defend and maintain a bill and injunction 
which they despise, against which they 
have revolted, and which, if they were 
free agents, they would instantly and indig- 
nantly dismiss. The mental anguish of the 
officers of these companies has been pain- 
ful to witness during the two years and 
more that this suit has been pending, but it 
was greatly intensified last wee): when Judge 
Drummond, having sustained the validity of 
the ordinance, the three wicke/, obstinate, 
and litigious stockholders directed that an 
appea! be taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. At first the resident stock- 


holders, in their disgust and disappointment, | 


considered the advisability of surrendering 
their charters, and thus punishing the fel- 
lows down East, but, not desiring to be pre- 


_cipitate, they concluded they would not do 


that at present. They then ted to buy these 
Eastern stockholders out, but the chaps re- 
fused to sell. So these three corporations 
are by this cruel, barbarous, and inhuman 
abuse of the forms of law compelled to carry 
on this resistance to the tax, and keep the 
city year after year out of its revenue. Is 
there no relief for these bulldozed corpora- 
tions?

It is the first time in the history of the world 
that any Government has undertaken td pen- 
sion a whole people, and if it were not for 
the exhaustless resources of this Nation the 
pension system now and in the future would 
be simply a warning of bankruptcy. The 
River and Harbor. bill was started by 
the Government engineers at over $22,- 
000,000, but the Secretary of War 
struck out something more than $14,000,000 
in order to leave the estimate at a round 
$7,500,000. The bill will now remain in the 
hands of the Committee and Congress till the 
last days of the session, and until the last 
effort of trading and log-rolling shall have 
swollen it to the highest figure the country 
will stand. The Democrats will not assent 
to the filling up of the army as suggested by 
Gen. Sherman, and the recommendations 
for expenditures on coast defenses will 
be materially reduced. A bill will 
probably be intrdduced authorizing the 
sale and conversion of old powder and pro- 
jectiles similar to the provisions incorporated 
in the bill for the sale of obsolete material in 
the navy. The conversion of smooth-bore 
guns into rifle cannon 1s already fairly under 
way. The Democrats will also resist the pay 
of the election Deputy-Marshals, and it is 
not Jikely that the Republicans will urge an 
issue on this point, since they feel that they 
will soon have the matter under their own 
control. It is believed on the whole that the 
appropriations finally agreed upon willecor- 
respond more nearly to the estimates than 

they have in the past years during which the 
Democrats have been in control of ba House.

ENGLISH GRAIN TRADE. 
| WEEELY REVIEW. 

Lonvpon, Dec. 13.—The Mark Lane Er- 
presse says: “The continuance of dry 
weather has been advantageous to agricul- 
ture, but the unseasonable mildness will 
prove a wholesome check to the rapid 
growth of early-sown wheats. The British 
grain trade has been materially smaller and 
everything cheaper, whilst some descriptions 
were nominally unchanged. At the begin- 
nig of the week the demand for wheat and 
flour was very slow, both in London n 
the provinces, and both declined a shilling, 
and still further Wednesday. Friday there 
was 

PRACTICALLY NOTHING DOING, 
and wheats were difficult to sell. The pros- 
pective supply of wheat is larger, and there 
appears to be an indication of values lower- 
ing. During the week prices for wheat and 
flour declined one to two shillings both in 
London and the provinces. 

Foreign grain was depressed throughout 
the week. The supply in London was much 
smaller, but the considerable increase in 
breadstuffs afloat, an increase in the visible 
supply in America, and large receipts from 
India have weakened the position of holders. 
The cargo trade off the-coast declined 
steadily until Friday, when a det 
ter demand for American red winter 
was manifested, and its value improved 
three pence. On Saturday foreign bread- 
stuffs in all positions afloat were weak. 
The spot supply was consumed slowly at a 
shilling to two shillings reduction for ali 
descriptions of new wheat. 

FOREIGN FLOUR

nges, but trade has been inanimate 
tHfoughout the country; prices continue to 
decline, but the lowest point has not yet 
been reached.

HUNGARY. 
SALE OF STATE DOMAINS, 

Vienna, Nov. %.—The Budget debate in 
the Hungarian Diet continues to follow in 
the same smooth and unusually rapid course 
with which it began. The estimates of most 
of the public Departments have been already 
passed, and only those for Education, Justice, 
and the Militia are still outstanding. The 
sale of the State domains, however, gave rise 
to some debate. There are 635,000 Hun 
rian acres of State domains, valued at 
000,000 florins, and 2,700,000 acres of forest- 
land, valued at 103,000,000 florins. Some small 
portions of the former, which were too much 
scattered about to admit of profitable man- 
agemient, have been sold before; but 
now the Minister of Finance contem- 
plates a more systematic sale in order to 
cover a portion of the yearly deficit. The 
greater portion of this deficit arises from the 
cost of investments in railways, ete., and the 
estimates for next year provide for 14,000,000 
florins, to be expended on the completion of 
such public works. The Minister proposes 
to sell State land to the value of 5,000,000 
florins in order to covera part, at least, of 
this outlay. 


EFFECT OF AMERICAN AGRICULTURAL COM- 
PETITION, 


The only other subject which led to a con- 
versation of any length was the regulation of 
the Hungarian rivers. The floods to which 
Hungary has been exposed for the last five 
years have brought this subjectinto greater 
prominence than it possessed before. More- 
over, the formidable competition of Ameri¢a 
in supplying corn and flour—two of the sta- 
ple articles of Hungarian export—has di- 
rected attention to the regulation and im- 
provement ot water carriage as the most ef- 
ficient aid in meeting that competition. 
When Hungary, in 1867, took the manage- 
ment of her affairs into her own hands the 
railway system of the country was in so ru- 
dimentary a state that attention was mainly 
directed towards improving this means of 
communication, and the almost unrivaled fa- 
cllities for water transport offered by the river 
system of Hungary received but little atten- 
tion. Indeed, with the exception of the 
Frantzen Canal, connecting the Danube and 
the Theiss by short cut, little or nothing was 
done toward removing the obstacles in the 
rivers and completing the natural lines of 
river communication by means of canais. Of 
late, however, the American competition has 
made this subject as popular as it was un- 
popular before, so that any sugges- 


| tion or proposals in respect to it are 
now readily 


listened to and con- 
sidered. In the discussion in the House 
attention was mainly directed to the neces- 
sity of regulating the Danube between 
Pressburg and Komorn. The river, after 
passing through the defile formed by the 
Carpathians, enters the smaller Hungarian 
plain, divides into a number of branches, 
and meanders among & maze of islands until 


it unites again below Komorn. This makes.

TORTUOUS AND DIFFICULT 

when the water is low in summer and 
autumn,—that is, just at the time when the 
waterway is most needed, and, indeed, ex- 
Sept with very flat-bottomed boats, naviga- 
tion then becomes quite impossible; while 
during the spring, in spite of dikes, the 
whole of the surrounding country is ex- 
posed to floods. The great difficulty is that 
the reguiation of this reach of the river, 
from forty to fifty English miles in length, 
will cost millions of money, which the coun- 
try is not in a position to spend. All that the 
Minister of Public Works could promise, 
therefore, was to give his most serious at- 
tention to the matter, as he had done hither- 
to, and to do as much as he could with the 
means at his disposal.

Because I have 
been a few months perfecting this thing, the 
public said I had failed. They forgot there are 
millions of dollars invested in gas, and they 
must not expect one little Jerseyman to revolu- 
tionize the light of the world, and render all 
tnis capital useless. The light I produce is’ 

BETTER AND CHEAPER, 

and those are the two qualities that will kill 
gas. Besides, there is no dirt from my light, no 
danger from escaped gas or combustion. = 
lightis an incandescent, simple light, produ 

by impact of electric particles upon carbon. It 
is a clear, steady, unflickering blaze, and pos- 
sesses none of those disagreeable peculiari- 
ties which the public have come to associate 
with the idea of electric light gained from 
those distressingly glaring balls which you 
see suspended in front of theatres and other 
buildings. The difficulty hitherto has lain 
in the subdivision of the light so as to bring its 
application within the reach of the many. A 
great many writers upon the subject have de- 
clared this to be impossible, but it is not, and I 
have proved it. Electric light may be furnished 
at a cost of something like $300,000,000 less than 
it would have cost by the original method. I 
calculate that the City of New York can be 
lighted by my method at acost of something like 
$2,000,000, which isa very reasonable amount. 
My light will be perfected before a great while. 
Iam working very hard now.”

In the first place the West- 
ern roads cannot work to their full capacity just 
now on account of the freight-blockades exist- 
ing on most of the Eastern lines; and, in the 
second place, the business this time last year 
was unusually heavy, and consequently the 
earnings very large. In spite of the claims 
made that there are immense amounts of 
freight awaiting transportation in the country, 
the facts are that there is not as much freight in 
the interior as there was at this time last year, 
and great fear is manifested in railroad circies 
that business during the remainder of 
the winter will be light. The intensely 
cold weather thus far this winter and 
the small amount of snow covering the 
ground have created analarm that the winter 
wheat “might be Killed by frost, and the crops 
next year be greatly diminished, if not prove an 
entire failure. Should there be a failure of

CHARITY AND RELIGION. 

Amongst the most recently-started charitable 
institutions of Chicago is the Ethel Medical Mis- 
sion, which, opened a month ago under the 
auspices of the Chicago Avenue Church, has 
been occupied since then with the daily dis- 
pensation of medical charities to the poor of the 
North Side. Situated at No. 104 Weason street, 
tne Mission is placed in the centre of a district 
densely populated by working people, 
to many of whom its gratuitous serv- 
ices have already been a very apprecia- 
ble boon. The first floor of this house 
bas been rented for the Mission and appropri- 
ately furnished, and though there is an absence 
of any pretension to elegance in any of the fit- 
tings of the place, the illuminated Scripture 
texts which brighten its walls help to make it a 
very pleasant as well as comfortable place for 
the patients who visit it daily. These texts in- 
dicate that the Mission is not entirely given u 
to medical purposes, and, in conversation wi

Under that warrant of commitment 
he was retained as a patient in our institution 
until April 5, A. D. 1880, on which day he ef- 
tected his escape, and since that time has re- 
mained without the State of Illinois until 
recently. We are now informed that he 
has returned to this State. The Board of 
Trustees desire your opinion as Attorney-

“To be sure, that is part of the reason; but I 
am told that, in proportion to the amount used, 
there are twice as many accidents arising from 
petroleum as from gasoline and naphtha togeth- 
er. Gasoline wil ite easily and burn rapidly, 

BUT IT WILL NOT EXPLODE 
under almost any conceivable circumstances. 
That arises from its exceeding lightness. Then 
there is another thing that few understand. I 
am told by experts that twelve drops is the 
largest amount of oil that can be made to ex- 
plode in a gallon can. Anything more than that 
may ignite and burn, but it will notexplode. The 
volume of smoke that a large amount makes 
prevents the explosion. Mr. Andrews, who was 
so long at the hdad of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s works as Superintendent, said that a pint 
orsoof oil was the largest amount that could 
be made to explode in one of their large tanks. 
Any larger amount was not dangerous in the 
way of causing damage except in so tar as the 
fire would do it, 
A PINT, HOWEVER, 

if ignited, would blow everything about it to 
atoms. The fruitful source of accidents at the 
present time is by kindling fires. The girl or 
woman who continues and persists in pouring 
oil from a can on to a fire, or where fire has been 
or is to be, willin all probability sooner or later 
lose her life. It is about as certain as anything 
that can be imagined in this world. The 
small amount of oil that remains in 
a place on the wood or coal imme- 
diately ignites witha very large volume of gas 
and terrific force. The natural thing fora per- 
son to do is to tip back the can in such a case, 
and that movement causes the upward stream 
of burning gas to follow the oil into the can, 
when the explosion takes place with most ruin- 
ous effect. The papers daily record such acci- 
dents, and yet the carelesness goes on. There is 
nothing that can be said that will make people 
appreciate the nature of coal oil. It is perfectly 
safe if properly used, but most dangerous if 
tooled with.“ GARY. 


INDIANAPOLIS. 


Crookedness in the Ex-Collector’s and 
Assessor's Office. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 13.—The County 
Commissioners are wrestling with the problem 
how to keep the necords of the county from mu- 
tilation and defacement, The most startling 
discoveries have been made, showing the exist- 
ence of an organized and systematic plan to 
cheat the county out of thousands of dollars in 
the shape of taxes, and just how to pre- 
vent it is not 80 plain. Within the 
past week the Auditor and Assessor 
have broughttothe attention of the Commis- 
sioners two cases, one that of a wealthy resi- 
dent assessed for $1,000 on personal property, 
which is scratched of the Assessor's and Audit- 
or’s books; the other, a large real-estate owner, 
whose name has not yet been placed on the du- 
plicate out of whose description onthe Assess- 
or’s book one piece of property, valued at $70,- 
000, has been erased. Large reductions have also 
been made surreptitiously, as the following in- 
dicate: Perry House, from $20,000 to 
$10,000: Spencer House, from $50,- 
000 to $16,300; Grand Hotel, from 
$30,000 to $20,000; Claypool Block. a reduction of 
#6,000, and on E. F. Claypool's residence, $3,200. 
The Borth estate was assessed at $100,000. By 
some means one of the ciphers was omitted, 
and tax paid on only $10,000. Afterwards a 
Treasurer's assessment was made for the omit- 
ted $00,000, and the tax collected, but the rec- 
ords do not show that the county was benefited 
by the collection to the extent of a single cent. 
Another singular case was that of the 
Kirland property, on South Meridian 
street, purchased in February, 1877, 
by W. C. De Pauw, of New Albany. The im- 
»rovement on the lot was assessed at 614,000. In 
876 it dropped to $1,400; in 1877 it increased to 


» $7,600; and the next year it went back to $1,400. 


How these and scores of other changes came to 
be made has never been quite satisfactorily de- 
termined, but the Commissioners are working 
up the case. The first step to be taken in pre- 
venting any future mutilation will be to place 
the books under lock and key, to be examined 
only in the presence of the proper officers.

Dontax, Nov. 25.—At the present moment the 
Cabinet of Mr. Gladstone is deliberating in Lon- 
don upon the expediency of suspending the 
habeas corpus or resorting to some other meas- 
ure “forthe protection of law and order” in 
Ireland. Chief-Secretary Forster left this city 
last night to meet his colleagues in council as- 
sembled. and upon his report as to the state of 
the country and the necessity or otherwise for 
special legislation to counteract the intluence 
of the Land League will depend the action of 
Ministers towards coercion or a reform of the 
land laws. The decision to be arrived at this 


evening by the Government will therefore be oft 


momentous importance to the country, for it 
will determine whether the agitation shall be 
allowed to proceed to justify legislation or its 
leaders be arrested and imprisoned in order to 
exhibit the repressive rigor of a IAberal Ad- 
miziistration. If Ireland is in momentary ex- 
pectation of the suspension of personal liberty 
THE POSITION OF MR. GLADSTONE 
is anything but an enviable one for a.Prime 
Minister. He has to deal with no ordinary diffi- 
culty in grappling with the Land League. Ex- 
treme measures may precipitate a state of af- 
fairs over here which would give his Govern- 
ment infinitiy more trouble than it bas already 
upon its hands, while any attempt at what 
would be to the League a satisfactory solution 
of the land question would deprive the Glad- 
stone Ministry of halt its members, and his party 
of its majority in the House of Commons. 
Within the Cabinet it is weill known there is a 
well marked difference of opinion as to what 
should be done for Ireland. Bright, Chamber- 
lain, Dilke, and Mundella are pronounced 
against coercion and in favor of 
remedial legislation, while Hartington, 
Grenville, and the rest are yielding to the in- 
fluence of landlord clamor for special powers to 
be given to the Irish Executive. The English 
press as weil as English public opinion is 
also divided as to what the emergency ot the 
situation demands, and while the Standard, Tele- 
graph, and Post are shrieking for coercion, the 
Daily News, Pall Mall Gazette, and other influ- 
ential papers are ‘ 
URGING MORE PACIFIC ACTION 

and pointing out the expediency as weil as the 
absolute necessity of some reform in the exist- 
ing system of land laws. An Anti-Coercion As- 
sociation has been organized in London by prom- 
inent English Radicals for the purpose of bring 
ing public opinion in England to bear against 
the suspension of the right of public meeting in 
Ireland or any interference with the liberty of 
free speech by the Government, while resolu- 
tions condemnatory of coercion and landlord- 
ism alike are being passed by various political 
bodies throughout the country. The Birming- 
ham (England) Reform League passed the fol- 
lowing resolution at its last meeting: 

That we record our strong condemnation 
against the prosecutions of the trusted leaders 
of the Irish people for holding public and peace- 
able meetings to advocate their views of the 
land question in an open, manly, and constitu- 
tional manner. We regret that the Liberal Gov- 
ernment should have allowed itself to be 

DRAWN TOWARDS A POLICY OF COERCION 
at the instigation of panic-stricken landlords 
who have secretly made representations to the 
Lord Lieutenant on the strength of reported 
outrages greatly exaggerated and mostly un- 
true. 

The Land-Law Reform Association of Engiand 
has also condemned the prosecutions of Messrs. 
Parnell, Egan, etc., and forwarded a donation 
from its funds towards the expenses of the 
trials. Thus we find the most popular English 
Government of modern times censured by En- 
glish public opinion for its attitude towards Ire- 
land, and see the principles and platform of an 
Irish organization defended and indorsed 
by English political associations. Even 
those papers which are loudest in the clam- 
or for prosecution admit that some legislation 
is absolutely necessary to meet the exigencies 
of the crisis, and organs which two years ago 
would have scouted fixity of tenure at fair rents 
as confiscation of landlord property, are now 
advocating that measure as one which the times 


demand, and as a set-off against the revolu-

THE LAND LEAGUE. 

The organization which has made its power 
thus feit even in England, and against which the 
whole power of the Government may be directed 
to-morrow, is carrying on its labors and extend- 
ing its influence regardiess of the storm which 
may at any moment burst upon it. The power 
which it wields in Ireland at the present mo- 
ment is enormous. Its mandate is obeyed by the 
tenant-farmer in almost every corner of the 
country. No person can withstand the influence 
which will be directed against him if he 
opposes the League or lends any assist- 
ance to its enemies. Policemen cannot hire 
cars from the people if they are 
to be used in eviction cases. Landlords 
who make themselves specially obnoxidus 
through rack-renting or other oppressive con- 
duet cannot purchase food or obtain anything 
like the attention heretofore commanded. The 
Express and Mail (landlord organs) declare that 
the authority of the Land League is the first in- 
fluence in the country, and that its law ts the 
only power respected by the people.

SAMPLE OF AN IRISH LANDLORD. 

The following particulars of the estate of 
Ballinamore, County Mayo, the property of Mr. 
Anthony Ormsby, which were published by the 
League yesterday, will show what an industrious 
people have to bear under this infamous system 
of landiordism, and explain the determined 
stand which they are now taking against its acts 
and supporters. In seventy-three holdings upon 
this estate (numbering 504 persons) the Govern- 
ment valuation is £595 19s., while the present 
rent is £024 58., or close upon double the rent 
which should be legally exacted. Almost the 
entire of these lands consist of mountain slopes, 
and were all reclaimed by the tenants without 
any aid from the landiord! They are also com- 
pelled to do duty work,—that is, employ their 


families and horses for a certain number 
of days per annum in gratuitous labor for the 
landiord. Tenants must obtain consent from 
him ere any of their children are married, under 
. of a fine being added to the rent. - J. 

asey was fined 10 shillings for a stone on the top 
of a gate not being whitewasbed to the land- 
lord’s liking. John Ruane was compelled to ro- 
move from where he lived and to build anew 
house on some waste land, in order to have it ro- 
claimed. When the house was finished the 
landlord made him pull it down again and erect 
it ten yards farther away. When the land was re- 
claimed Ruane was removed higher up the 
mountain, where he shortly afterwards died. 

Pat Waish, a mason, worked at a building for 
thirty-five days, but would only be paid for 
twenty, and, upon protesting aguinst this treat- 
ment, Mr. Ormsby made him throw down the 
wall, and then evicted him from his dweilinug 
without compensation.

Other instances of simi- 
lar treatment were also given and publisbed, the 
truth of which | can vouch for, as 1 have had 
the same statement repeated to me on my visit 
to that part of the west of Ireland during the 
recent famine, 
COMING LEGISLATION ON THE LAND QUESTION. 


There is no longer any doubt as to the inten- 
tion of the Government in bringing ina land 
bill next session,—even though the State perse- 
cutions and a measure of coercion for the coun- 
try should be undertaken in the meantime. 
Something must be done.“ is the cry all round, 
and yet the men and the movement who have 
thus forced public opinion to move the Govern- 
ment in the direction of legislation are de- 
nounced as “enemies to law and order.” It is 
England's fate in attempting to govern Ireland 
to lose the credit of any remedial measure 
which the House of Commons is compelled 
to undertake for our “ benefit,” and whatever 
good to the tenant-farmer or the ccuuntry may 
be contained in the Land bill of 1881 will un- 
doubtedly be put down as the reluctant conces- 
sion of an hostile Parliament to the Land- 
League organization. There is not much likeli- 
h , however, of the passing of a measure of 
reform which would satisfy either the League 
or the country while the Whig and landlord ele- 
ment constitute the heaviest wing of the Giad- 
stone Government. The Land League is conse- 
quently preparing the 1 for the weäkling 
bi now in the womb of the Liberal Administra- 
tion by perfecting its organization and laying 
its plans so as to resist the efforts which will be 
made to obtain popular acceptance for a haif- 
hearted tentative effort to deal with the major 
evil in the social life of Ireland. Anything less 
than its complete removal and the substitution 
of a system which will put an end to land mo- 
nopoly in Lreland will be rejected by the League 
and repudiated by the farming and industrial 
classes. 

THE PROSECUTIONS. 


The 25th of December has been fixed upon 
to-day by the Attorney-General for the trial of 
Mr. Parnell and the other indicted members of 
the Land League.

The defense of the traversers 
will cost upwards of $50,000,—an enormous 
amount, sure enough; but the League, having 
been established to fight landiordismon any 
field until one or both are vanquished, must face 
the ordeal of legal expense in the contest now 
forced uponit. The Defense Fund initiated by 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin has not yet reached 
to one-third of the amount required, but it is 
almost certain that the country will supply the 
necessary sum before the time of trial arrives.

by the Government. Its funds and books are 
secure, and every step already taken to insure 
the carrying on of the organization in case of 
the conviction of the indicted members. Mean- 
time, the agitation is growing in intensity and 
extending itself into the remotest corners of 
the country.
